Wait for W arm Soil 
Before You Sow Beans 


Beans, one of the Victory Gar­ 
den’s most important crops, should 
not be planted until the ground is 
warm. 
They are very tender to 
frost or to cold cutting winds rn 
their 
younger 
stages. 
Gardens 
with light, warm, randy soil can 
get an earlier bean stait than 
those with heavy colder soil. 
The first crop, in w*hieh we take J 
a gamble with the weather, should 
be given the warmest, mellowest, 
and best drained patch in the* gul­ 
den, 
Later on when the frost dan- 
ger is past it will make little d ‘f- 
ference. as the bean is the most 
obliging of vegetables and will even 
produce a fair crop in positions 
much more shaded than some other 
vegetables will tolerate. 
The choice of varieties is first of 
all whether you want tc grow green 
beans or wax beans.
